CHILD KILLED BY ACCIDENTAL 
DISCHARGE OF A REVOLVER. 



As the result of an accidental dis- 
charge of a revolver in the hands of 
Joe Claxton. colored, Nellie Davis, 
aged about three years, was instant- 
ly killed Saturday night about 8:30 
o'clock. 

The child was the daughter of Ida 
Davis, who lives on Cypress street. 
The mother and two children were at 
the home of Malinda Songo, on Pleas- 
ant street between Eleventh and 
Twelfth. Claxton had taken the bul- 
lets from a revolver and was handl- 
ing the weapon when it was discharg- 
ed the bullet entering the right shoul- 
der of the child who was standing 
against his knee, passing through the 
heart and lungs and through the body. 
Death resulted instantly. 

Claxton, who is a highly respected 
negro, is an employe of the firm of 
January & Connell, and is regarded as 
an honest and hard-working negro. 
He is frantic with grief over the acci- 
dent, as he was devoted to the child. 

Coroner Rudolph Davis was notifi- 
ed and together with Patrolman Jas. 
Moreland he went to the home of the 
Songo woman where they conducted 
an investigation. From the state- 
ments of the inmates of the house it 
was evident the death of the child 
was due to an accident. 



SUIT FOR HEAVY DAMAGES 

FILED IN CIRCUIT COURT. 




Mrs. Nannie K. Florence, through 
her attorneys, Talbott & Whitley, of 
this city, has filed suit in the Bour- 
bon Circuit Court, against Mr. John 
K. Northcott, a prominent business 
man of Cynthiana, for damages in 
the sum of $10,000 alleged to have 
been suffered by the plaintiff as a re- 
sult of her horse becoming frightened 
at an automobile belonging to the de- 
fendant and overturned the vehicle In 
which she was riding. 

The petition alleges^that on May 11, 
1913, an automobile driven by the de- 
fendant, his agent, employe when 
about two and one-half miles from 
Paris on the Paris and Ruddles Mills 
pike, and going in the same direc- 
tion in which she was driving, at- 
tempted to pass her vehicle and 
through negligence on the part of 
the driver of car, her horse was 
frightened, overturning the buggy. 
In the accident it is alleged Mrs. Flor- 
ence sustained a fracture to her right 
hip and tore the tendons and mus- 
cles in the right limb near the knee. 

It is futher alleged that the plaintiff 
suffered great physical and mental 
pain as a result of the accident and 
the sum of from between $250 and 
$300 had been expended during her 
illness to restore her to her former 
healthful condition, without result 
and she prays for damages in the 
above sum.

tim's friends had not been able to 
refrain from paying this last tribute 
to the unfortunate young woman. The 
floral wagon which followed the white 
hearse that conveyed the remains of 
Miss Kelly to the cemetery was pack- 
ed to its utmost capacity with a mass 
of beautiful bouquets and floral pieces 
the tokens of the affection and sym- 
pathy for Miss Kelly, who was one 
of the favorites in society circles of 
three cities. 

Along the sidewalks in front of the 
Kelly home stood a crowd of sympa- 
thizers and mourners. Standing about 
the casket, their heads bowed, were 
the sorrow-stricken parents of the vic- 
tim and four of her companions on the 
fatal ride Wedneday morning, among 
them Brent Arnold, Jr., whom the ac- 
cident bereft of his intended wife. 
His head was bandaged and his face 
and hands showed cuts and bruises 
sustained in' the mishap.

FORTUNES MADE OUT 

OF WRECKED VESSELS. 

(New York Sun.) 
London — Another instance of lucky 
speculation in wrecks has been pro- 
vided, a Melbourne firm having 
bought a disabled ship for $1,840 and 
found that it was worth $60,000. The 
ship was the Jean Bart, a French 
bark of 1,981 tons net, and she has 
just been saved from entire destruc- 
tion and has been towed into harbor 

after laying a battered wreck for two 
months. 

The bark was on a voyage from 
Antwerp to Wallaroo laden with 3,- 
000 tons of pig iron and coke, when 
she ran aground on Waudang Island, 
in Spencer Gulf. South Australia. 
Her hold quickly filled, and it was 
soon imposible to float her. For two 
months she was in this condition, the 
whole after part of the ship being 
under water. Her Captain cabled to 
his owners in France for orders, and 
received a reply to the effect that she 
should be sold by auction. 

A number of Australian firms sent 
representatives to inspect the wreck, 
but none of them thought that it was 
worth while to buy. It was confident- 
ly stated that the salvage was hope- 
less, but J. Bell & Co., grain mer- 
chants of Melbourne, made a bid, and 
the wreck was sold for $1,840. Some 
critics laughed and remarked that 
they were paying; for a hold full of 
water which could not be raised, 
j Messrs. Bell said nothing, but engag- 
ed a diver to inspect the vessel, and 
then the news became known that 
the damage to the bark was only 
slight. A hole a little more than a 
foot in diameter had been torn in 
the bow, and the diver reported that 
this could be easily repaired. 

Work was begun at once, the wa- 
ter was pumped out of the rold after 
the hold had been plugged up, and j 
after the vessel was thus lightened j 
she was towed off and beached. At- j 
ter that further repairs were carried 
out, so that the ship could be brought 
to Melbourne to be docked. The work 
was successful. In spite of a strong j 
gale right ahead the vessel was tow- | 
ed by a powerful tug to her desti- 
nation, and now it is seen that the 
value of the ship and cargo is over 
$30,000. It is believed that before 
long the Jean Bart will be sailing the 
seas again, for she is very little dam- 
aged. 

At Lloyds a newspaper representa- 
tive was informed that though this 
is regarded as one of the plums of 
the business, there have been sever- 
al similar ones. "Round the shores 
of Britain every year," said a marine 
broker, "there are a number of 
wrecks which would yield a large 
profit to any enterprising buyer, pro- 
vided he had the necessary facilities 
to sell or dispose of the property. 

"Some time ago a steamer was 
wrecked off Yorkshire, and the buy- 
er was a man who knew little about 
such matters, but he bought the 
sel for about $1,500. It was not a 
big ship, but she had a valuable cargo 
on board, and it was feared that the 
bottom had been ripped out of the 
ship and the cargo lost. In the cargo 
was a large number of pictures. Few 
firms cared to touch the business, 
and the underwriters let it go for the 
sum stated. But the ship was in- 
fi . spected and raised, and then, to the 
j j | surprise of everbody, the cargo was 
discovered to be little worse for its 
immersion. The propertv sold for 
nearly $50,000. 

"There was onother case a year or 
so ago of a ship which was wrecked 
with a valuable cargo on the coast 
of Africa. She was given up as j 
hopeless and sold for a song. The 
new owner took a sporting chance — 
knowing the value of the cargo — of 
chartering a ship and sailing out to 
the wreck. He succeeded in raising 
her and towed her to Gibraltar. Here 
, the cable parted and she was lost for | 
two days, but ultimately was found | 
again and brought to the Thames. 
That ship is still sailing the seas un- ' 
der another name and the owner 
made his fortune out of the deal. 

"Few people have any idea that we 
have scores of wrecks lying around 
our shores. In some cases they are 
entirely abandoned to anyone who 
cares to take the 'pickings,' but in 
others they have been sold to local 
firms for small sums. Even the 
amount of iron and wood in some 
hulls would pay for the cost of sal- 
vage. One easily remembers the fate 
of the Oceana, which went down off 
Folkstone ;the Mahratta on the God- 
wins, and the Preussen. From the 
Lizard one can see quite a number of 
wrecks on the coast line, and it has 
often been suggested that if these 
boats were snv^rt systematically a 
profitable business could be built up 
in this way. " 



MUST FILE DESCRIPTION 

OF INDIVIDUAL RISKS. 

A special from Frankfort, says fire 
insurance companies in Kentucky 
must keep on file the "make up" of 
all individual rates in risks written 
in the State hereafter and file a du- 
plicate in the office of the State Rat- 
ing Board. The board adopts basic 
rates, which are varied by the com- 
panies writing the risks, according to 
the character of the building con- 
structed and the special hazards and 
exposures. So many complaints of in- 
creased premiums have come in 
since the basic rates were reduced 
on dwelling property that the board 
has promulgated this new rule, so 
that it will have on file data concern- 
ing every risk written in the State. 
The board has requested that all 
dwelling house owners, who have a 
grievance, to file complaints. The 
board considered a number of com- 
plaints from Elizabethtown, Frank- 
fort and Somerset, which will be in- 
vestigated. 

The board also notified insurance 
companies, which asked for an ex- 
tension of time on the recording of 
risks written, with losses and premi- 
ums, that they must begin keeping 
the record now, and any explanations 
required will be made as they are 
asked for. 

Russellville, whose Mayor and City 
Council complained the city had arbi- 
trarily been placed in a higher class 
for insurance rates by the companies, 
was was placed back in the fourth 
and one-half class with the same 
rates that prevailed before the com- 
panies placed them in the fifth class. 
The insurance companies alleged that 
the water plant had not sufficient ca- 
pacity to furnish adequate fire pro- 
tection. The city is attaching its 
pipes to two big railroad tanks to be 
used in case of emergency, and the 
board considered that this removes 
the obstacle to a r«duction in rates. 
The companies have thirty days' no- j 
tice before this goes into effect.

The site for an orchard should 
not be low or level, but it should be 
located on land that is somewhat 
rolling so as to provide good air 
drainage. Care must be taken not 
to plant the trees on too steep a 
hillside, because of the difficulties in 
spraying, tilling and harvesting. 
Broad, flat bottom lands above a river 
are often good, because the river 
"draws" the frost and the land is 
very easily worked. 

The question of exposure is of 
prime importance in the planting of 
trees. In general, northern and east- 
ern slopes are more fertile than south- 
ern or western* slopes. A northern or 
eastern slope is to be preferred in 
this region because such exposure 
aids in holding back the buds in the 
| spring when there is danger of dam- 
age by freezing. Where early ripen- 
ing fruits are wanted it is probably 
better to plant on land with a south- 
ern exposure. If there happens to be 
a river flowing close by, advantage 
should be taken of the slope facing 
it regardless of the way the land lies, 
unless it is altogether too steep. The 
river will serve to ward off the frost. 

Apples thrive on a great variety of 
soils but in general they seem to do 
best on well drained loam. Any land 
that will grow good crops of corn or 
Irish potatoes is considered fit for an 
orchard, provided the location is 
such that the land will drain readily. 
Trees can not thrive in thin, badly 
worn soil or where an imervious sub- 
soil is near the surface. Such a soil 
is likely to hold too much moisture, 
thereby causing the trees to be 
stunted and weakly. If it is neces- 
sary to plant an orchard in a soil 
that holds too much moisture, provis- 
ion should be made for artificial 
drainage before the trees is planted. 
Tile is the most satisfactory form of 
drainage to install, even if the in- 
itial cost is a little high. Brush and 
stone drains are unsatisfactory be- 
I cause they have to be taken up and 
j replaced too often in order to keep 
i them in good working order, 
i Soil containing abundant plant 
j food should be selected for the or- 
j chard so as to insure a hardy, vigor- 
j ous growth from the very start. It 
\ is poor practice to crop land for sev- 
; eral years, thereby exhausting the 
\ soil of the plant food, and then plant 
it to fruit trees expecting them to 
; care for themslves. Kentucky has 
j many orchards started in just this 
manner and in nearly every case they 
j have failed. It is best to begin 
building up the soil, one or two years 
| previous to the planting, by sowing 
j some leguminous crop and turning it 
| so as to supply plenty of humus and 
i moisture to the trees. Young growing 
trees demand a large amount of ni- 
trogen and moisture in order to make 
a thrifty growth, and a little work in 
■ building up a soil will be well repaid 
! in short time. 

IVoro locating an orchard for com- 
mercial purposes it is well to go into 
j a community where apples are al- 
i ready being grown commercially be- 
; cause the markets in such a region 
i are already well established. The 
j fact that there are no orchards in a 
i region should not prevent one from 
| going in-o the fruit business pro- 
; vided he has the proper conditions. 
; For an orchard to be successful it 
i should be located where there is a 
i good market or where the transpor- 
! tation facilities are good. Plant as I 
close a railroad as possible so as to 
j avoid long hauls and danger of bruis- j 
I ing the fruit before it reaches the , 
i market. There are many fine fruit j 
! locations to be found in Kentucky, j 
; close to ?*ood markets and within j 
easy hauling distance of the railroads. 
The land in many cases can be 
! bought very cheap and with a little I 
; time and work it can be made valua- 
ble for orchard purposes. 
! The Extention Department of the 
, Kentucky Experiment Station gives 
i free assistance where possible to all 
i kinds of agricultural enterprises.

Bluegrass 
pastures are given as 70 per cent., 
orchard grass at 77 per cent., clover 
at 63 per cent., and alfalfa at 76 per 
cent. The percentage of winter ap- 
ples is small, being given at 60 per 
cent. 

"The turkey crop is below the av- 
erage, reports showing only 86 per 
cent. The percentage of ducks is 88, 
and the percentage of chickens is 
90. 

"In this report the Department has 
undertaken to find out the percentage 
of cattle, as compared with the usual 
year, that are going into feed lots 
this season. The dry pastures, 
scarcity of water and scarcity of feed 
would necessarily cut down the num- 
ber of stock kept for the winter. In- 
dications are that only 72 per cent, 
of cattle are on feed. Hogs on feed 
also show a marked decline from an 
average year as indicated by 71 per 
cent. 

"There is practically a unanimous 
complaint from all sections of the 
State as to the scarcity of water, 
shortness of grass and lack of feed. I 

"Farmers are urged to sow cover 
Clops, particularly rye, barley and j 
hairy vetch, for winter pasture in j 
order to save feed bills. Those far- 
mers who have silos have been ex- j 
ceedingly fortunate in being able 
to save much fodder where the care 
of corn failed to materialize. It is 
hard to find a ray of sunshine in such 
a bad crop year as this season has 
proven to be. However, if our far- 
mers take advantage of the lesson 
this has taught, it may prove to be 
a blessing in disguise. If this drouth 
only teaches the farmer the value of 
a silo and the value of cover . crops 
for winter, they may yet be richer 
as a result of the drouth."

ROAD WORK PROCLAMATION 



The German Kaiser has the knack 
of being able to pass a joke, which 
oftimes is pure buffoonery, yet pre- 
serving all the while his imperial dig- 
nity and royal distance. The follow- 
ing story is told in Pictorial Review: 

"It is not to private life alone that 
the German Emperor confines his hu- 
morous propensities.

County Road Engineer C\ F. Red- 
mon will call for volunteers to work 
the roads of Bourbon county on Oct 
M and 25, pursuant to a proclama- 
tion issued by Governor James B. 
McCreary, declaring the above dates 
be set aside for labor on the roads. 

In every county in the State with 
but few exceptions, men in every 
walk of life will take the pick or 
shovel, diive teams or crush stone for 
the purpose of improving the high- 
ways of the State. A few days ago it 
was announced that Kentucky Con- 
gresmen would lay aside their duties 
at the National capital to return to 
Kentucky to labor on the roads on 
the dates designated by the Governor 
The proclamation issued by the Gov- 
ernor is as follows: 

"I have received letters from va- 
rious persons requesting me to issue 
a proclamation designating two days 
for work on the roads of the State, 
and the Kentucky Good Roads As- 
sociation, held Sept. 16, 1913, at the 
State Fair, Louisville, Ky., unani- 
mously adopted the following resolu- 
tion: 

'Be It Resolved, That this Associa- 
tion request the Governor, James B. 
McCreary, to designate two days in 
the latter part of October to be set 
aside for work on the public roads in 
the State of Kentucky, and Messrs. 
Harry Sommers, Joseph Bosworth 
and R. t C. Terrell be appointed a com- 
mittee'to wait upon the Governor and 
present this resolutnon to him.' 

"Pursuant to these requests, I now 
issue this, my proclamation, calling 
upon the people in every county in 
the State of Kentucky to work on the 
roads in their respective counties on 
Friday and Saturday, October 24 and 
25, 1913, commencing at eight o'clock 
in the morning and continuing until 
five o'clock in the afternoon. 

"The County Judge and County 
Engineer of each county are directed 
to aid the people in complying with 
this request and in circulating proper 
notices, and they are authorized to 
select such persons as may be needed 
to assist. In every county where 
there is no engineer, or where they 
fail to act the Sheriff or other per- 
sons are authorized to organize and 
comply with this proclamation. 

"Good roads facilitate the labor of 
farmers in bringing their products to 
market; increase the benefits of rural 
education by providing means by 
which the children of the State can 
go regularly to the neighborhood 
schools; furnish a better and easier 
way for the people to go to church; 
and greatly enhance th e value of 
farm lands. 

"This proclamation refers to dirt 
roads, turnpike and gravel roads, and, 
as Kentucky always takes the lead 
in every movement and as Kentuck-

During the past fiscal year 4,686 
predatory animals were killed by 
Federal officers on the national for- 
ests, according to an actual count of 
animals, whose bodies were not found 
are presumed to have died from 
poison. 

The rangers' bag of beast of prey 
this year, as shown by forest service 
figures, was made up of 206 bears, 
3,541 coyotes, 133 mountain lions, 
62 lynx, 583 wildcats, 64 wolves and 
97 wolf pups. The figures indicate 
that the national forests are becoming 
cleared of wild animals that prey up- 
on domestic livestock and game, for 
the forest ranger fills in odd moments 
between other jobs by thinning out 
"undesirable citizens" of the animal 
world. 

Wolves are said to cause greater 
losses to Western stockmen than any 
other of the predatory animals. It is 
estimated that a family of wolves will 
destroy about $3,000 worth of stock 
per annum, and that one able-bodied 
individual costs the grazing industry 
$600 a season. 

The wolves are of two classes — 
the smaller grey, black or timber 
wolves, called "lobos." These latter 
are the great stock destroyers 
against which the campaign of the 
rangers has been waged. 

The methods of hunting wolves in 
the West vary. On the plains wolves 
are sometimes hunted with dogs and 
horses, but this way is considered ex- 
pensive and dangerous. This spora 
is described by Roosevelt in his ear- 
lier hunting books. On national for- 
ests the rangers either set out poison 
or baited steel traps, or by watching 
trails and hiding near a wolf's den, 
are liable to shoot one or both of 
the old wolves when they return from 
forging. In no other way, according 
to the forest service, can the number 
of wolves be kept down so as by find- 
ing their dens and destroying the 
young. 

The skins of the predatory animals 
killed by the rangers are either kept 
as souvenirs or sold for a price or for 
bounty. Wolfskins in the West are 
said to bring from $4 to $6 for robes 
and rugs; a mountain lion skin, $10 J 
to $20, and a bear-skin, any were from

LIGHT RAIN REVIVES HOPE 

BUT IS ENDED ABRUPTLY. 



PARIS STUDENTS HONORED 

AT CENTRAL UNIVERSITY. 



When a gentle rain began falling 
early Saturday mornig there was a 
general feeling of relief among the cit- 
izens of Paris that the long dry spell 
which has prevailed, would be brok- 
en, and that the water famine which 
this city is facing would be relieved. 

However, the rainfall was only of 
short duration, and a decided drop in 
the mercury brought an end to the 
precipitation, causing no end of dis- 
appointment. Clear skies and a 
continuation of cool weather are any- 
thing but encouraging, ad the outlook 
is becoming more serious every day. 

The Paris Water Company, under 
the present system of pumping, is 
making the best of the situation, and 
the consumers are only supplied with 
water at certain hours of the day. 
According to Superintendent Mitchell 
the supply of water in Stoner Creek 
can be retained for some time under 
the present system. 

As a protection against fire the 
company has retained in the stand- 
pipe upwards of 300,000 gallons of 
water, and the consumers throughout 
the city are being supplied by direct 
pressure. 

Employes of the Louisville & Nash- 
ville railway have been engaged in 
trenching the creek above the dam 
to allow the water to flow from the 
pools that are standing in front of 
Foote's landing and several others 
this side of the railroad bridge, to 
the basin above the dam within reach 
of the pipes leading to the railroad 
pumping station. At the same time, 
however, a constant stream is being 
drawn from Doyle's spring. 

A large number of wells and cis- 
terns throughout the city are dry, 
and many are compelled to carry* wa- 
ter for great distance to supply the 
household.

Of America" Manufacture Are. In 
Greater Demand in Bombay. 



A report on the foreign commerce 
of Bombay made to the United States 
Department of Commerce and Labor 
by Consul Edward J. Norton, station- 
en in Bombay, India, states that the 
imports of manufactured tobacco, de- 
spite an increase in quantity, have 
not been maintained at the level of 
the previous year, and a decrease is 
also observed in the arrival of cigars. 

Cigarettes, which form the largest 
item in this group, have not main- 
tained the recovery which they ex- 
hibited in 1911-1912. The decline is 
most marked in imports of cigarettes 
form the Vnited Kingdom, which de- 
creased in quantity by 20,909 pounds. 
Egytian cigarettes, which return the 
highest avarage value per pound, 
have increased and are well above 
the average of imports in the two 
( years immediately preceding the en- 
| hancement of the duty, and a recov- 
ery, though small, is also noticed in 
the imports of cheap American cigar- 
ettes, which wore returned at 2,210 
pounds of an average value per pound 
of 26 cents.
